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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed on December 24 th , 2008 has been entered. 

2. In view of the amendment to the claims, the amendment of claims 1 - 3 and 5 - 
7 is acknowledged. Claim 4 was previously cancelled. 

3. In view of the amendment of claims 1 - 3 and 5-7, the rejection of the claims 
under 35 U.S.C. 103 has been withdrawn. 

4. In view of the amendment to claims 1 - 3 and 5-7, the previous rejection of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2 2 nd paragraph has been withdrawn. However, new grounds 
are set forth. 

5. In view of the amendment of claim 6, the objection to claim 6 due to minor 
informalities has been withdrawn. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1 - 3 and 5 - 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

a. Claims 1 , 3, 5 and 6 recite the limitations "the pixel values without said 
movement blurring occurring" and "the pixel values of the image data" in lines 19 
- 20, 1 8 - 1 9, 20 - 21 and 1 9 - 20, respectively. There is insufficient antecedent 
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basis for this limitation in the claim. For the purpose of further examination the 
limitations have been interpreted as 'the pixel values of the pixels without 
movement blurring occurring' and 'the pixel values of each of the pixels within 
said processing region'. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

8. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

9. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as not falling within one of the four 
statutory categories of invention. The Federal Circuit 1 , relying upon Supreme Court 
precedent 2 , has indicated that a statutory "process" under 35 U.S.C. 101 must (1) be 
tied to a particular machine or apparatus, or (2) transform a particular article to a 
different state or thing. This is referred to as the "machine or transformation test", 
whereby the recitation of a particular machine or transformation of an article must 
impose meaningful limits on the claim's scope to impart patent-eligibility (See Benson, 
409 U.S. at 71-72), and the involvement of the machine or transformation in the claimed 
process must not merely be insignificant extra-solution activity (See Flook, 437 U.S. at 
590"). While the instant claim(s) recite a series of steps or acts to be performed, the 
claim(s) neither transform an article nor are positively tied to a particular machine that

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accomplishes the claimed method steps, and therefore do not qualify as a statutory 
process. That is, even though the steps in the claimed method perform data 
manipulations, the claims do no explicitly require that the inventive steps such as 
"modeling" and "generating" be performed by a particular machine. The claim also does 
not explicitly require that the manipulated data represent a physical object nor does it 
require any external, non-data depiction (i.e. displaying, printing, etc.) Therefore, the 
claim is non-statutory. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 0. Claims 1 , 5 and 6 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

1 1 . Claims 2 and 7 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
